It is a curious fact that nearly all the knowledge we 
have of the most ancient gardens are of pleasaunces of 
such splendour that nothing in the modern world can 
be compared to them. There are no records of their 
humble beginnings. Tomb paintings 3,000 years old 
testify to the magnificence of Egyptian gardens of that 
period. Like all the gardens of the greatest and oldest 
civilisations they were tree gardens, and the paintings show

the stately. avenues of dom and date palms, the water 
gardens, the fruit garden and garden houses with which 
they were adorned. In “A History of Garden Art,” 
translated from the German, there is a vast amount of 
carefully collected information about these early gardens. 
The gardens of ancient Egypt, Greece, Rome of the Middle 
Ages, the Italian Renaissance, etc., are all described with 
a great wealth of detail. It is a pity that in very few 
cases is any information given regarding the source of the 
numerous illustrations. This naturally detracts consider- 
ably from the value of a book of reference such as this. 


To the imaginative garden lover there is an extra- 
ordinary charm in studying illustrations and plans of 
the gardens of the past, and especially those of the ancient 
East. The love of flowers for their own sake is Western, 
the Eastern mind loves them also for what they suggest. 
Much, alas, of the ancient symbolism has been forgotten, 
but it is more than probable that the earliest gardens 
were connected with religious observances. The Bagh-i- 
Takht (garden of the Throne) is still one of the great 
gardens of the world and one of the few which shows what 
those elevated paradises of olden times were like. The 
parks or royal pleasaunces of ancient Assyria appear to 
have been also of the nature of terraced gardens. Tiglath

Pileser I has left us a record of his park wherein were trees 
“that none of the kings my forefathers have possessed.” 
Many of the records describe parks “‘ like the Amanus,” 
the hill country of the Hittites. The veneration for high 
places was widespread in the East, and in this connection 
it is interesting to recall that Homer’s Olympus and Milton’s 
Paradise are both lofty paradises. Sennacherib created 
a park beside his palace “‘ like the Amanus mountains,” 
and judging from the records he evidently took especial 
pride in his methods of irrigation. Like the Renaissance 
popes, the king brought the water first into his own garden 


| 
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and only afterwards into the city. Even in ancient times 
it was doubted whether Semiramis invented the hanging 
gardens which would seem to be as ancient as civilisation 
itself. Harem gardens were naturally a conspicuous 
feature of Eastern palaces, and we know that when Assur- 
bampal had finished the building of the palace for his 
women he added “ a large grove with many kinds of trees.”’ 
A jasper cylinder shows a harem garden of this type with 
both lofty and dwarf trees and women picking fruit.

Of a very different type of ‘“ garden’’ were the hunting 
parks of the Assyrian monarchs. One finely cut rock 
crystal depicts Darius hunting in one of these parks. 
These parks and pleasaunces of the East filled the ancient 
Greeks with profound admiration, for they had nothing 
to compare with them. On the other hand, however, it 
is only reasonable to suppose that the magnificent palaces 
of Crete, in the decorations of which flowers and trees are 
so conspicuous, were surrounded by magnificent gardens.

Concerning the gardens of the Roman Empire, a consider- 
able amount of information has come down to us. Rome 
indeed in the early days of the Empire was not only 
surrounded by villas and gardens, but within the walls 
she was a veritable garden city owing to the numerous 
private and public gardens. The early Emperors, and 
notably Augustus, had made numerous public gardens in 
addition to the luxurious private pleasure gardens. To 
English garden-lovers the gardens depicted in the Pompeian

wall paintings are intensely interesting, for they show so 
many features characteristic of English gardens in medieval 
and Tudor times. Magnificent pagodas for instance appear 
to have been as much a feature in Pompeian gardens as 
they were in those of our Elizabethan ancestors. It is 
noteworthy that the symbolic tree is prominent in Pompeian 
frescoes. The veneration for trees dated back to remote 
times amongst the Romans, and in Caligula’s time there 
stood on the Palatine the sacred cherry tree out of which 
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the spear of 4» 


Romulus was said 

to have sprouted. 

In the gardens 

of Byzantium the 
tree motif was 
also very marked. 
Charlemagne’s 
garden, the 
earliest garden of 
the Middle Ages 

of which any 
definite informa- 
tion has come 
down to us, was 

a tree garden 
wherein by 
Charlemagne’s 
orders were grown 

not only fruit 
trees but also 
trees desirable for 
their shade and 
beauty. In later 
times they de- 
veloped the art of 
making gardens 
within gardens, 
and the numerous 
illustrations in 
books of homes, 
missals and 
romances testify 

to the charm of 
these medizval 
pleasaunces. The 
turf is invariably 
shown planted 
with flowers 
presumably in 
imitation of the 
natural meadow, 
and even the 
turfed seats were 
planted with 
flowers. Pots of 
growing flowers 
were a very com- 
mon feature, and 
fountains of 
markable beauty 
almost invariably 
adorned the medizval 
garden. As a _ rule 
gardens of this period 
were small, for they 
were made within the 
castle walls, but in 
the more peaceable 
times that followed 
princely gardens were 
of great extent and 
magnificence. pic- 
ture in the Weith 
collection shows a 
princely garden with 
a large open space 
apparently for games 


_ near the house, and 


beyond a labyrinth 
surrounded by arcades 
of trees and beyond 
this again an animal 
park. The princely

Miss Menzies has collected into one volume ten studies 
in sanctity on the field of European religion, and has 
prefaced them with an introduction which is extremely 
informative and extremely challenging. It cannot be a 
matter of indifference to us as to where sanctity really 
is—assuming of course that we are prepared to take 
Christianity seriously; and her exposition challenges many 
of us to revise our opinions concerning some of the Saints 
of the Church’s Calendar, The examples selected begin 
with St. Hildegard at the commencement of the twelfth 
century, and conclude 
with Elizabeth Leseur 
who died in Paris just 
before the outbreak of 
the War. As might be 
expected, they are for 
the most part identified 
with what is known as 
the “‘ religious life’? in 
the more narrow sense, 
i.e. the conventual life 
—for all ten are 
women ; and while no 
one would desire to 
belittle such, one would 
have been glad to hear 
from so competent a 
writer as to sanctity— 
its expression and 
quality—on the field 
of normal social life.

There are plenty of caricaturists, but not many that 
have the subtle wit, sly humour and brilliant draughtsman- 
ship that have gone to the making of Low. He has long 
since discarded his Christian name, and has no real use for 
a surname, for, like his ideas, his style is so distinctively 
his own that, for purposes of identification, any signature 
to his work is superfluous. You may say that perhaps 
three of the drawings in this book are a little unkind, but 
you cannot say they are untrue; their only unkindness 
is that they are too truthful, too acute in their devastating 
revelation of character. There is not a failure in all the 
thirty-six ; but some are better than others, and among 
the best one would name those of St. John Ervine (a 
triumph of whimsical humour), G. B. S., G. K. C., Lord 
Beaverbrook, Winston Churchill, Lloyd George, Wells, 
Hugh Walpole and Arnold Bennett. Whoever ‘‘ Lynx” 
may be, he knows the caricatured men and women whose 
characters he interprets. One does not always agree with 
him, and wonders how he finds that Jane Austen is ‘“‘a 
novelist ’’ and Clemence Dane “‘ a woman novelist’; that 
the latter is enslaved by convention and, inferentially, 
Jane Austen was not. Jane Austen’s novels were certainly 
the work of a woman novelist and a prim one, by com- 
parison with ‘“‘ Legend.”” But that is a detail. ‘‘ Lynx’s 
concise studies in personality are epigrammatic and clever ; 
touched with genial or caustic irony, and none the 
less accurate in their delineations for being lively and 
amusing. We reproduce the caricature of Mr. Belloc as 
one of our presentation plates.

SAINT FRANCIS: 
THE CHRISTIAN EXEMPLAR.

Two recent centenaries—those of St. 
Francis of Assisi and William Blake—have 
proved how inexhaustible is the subject 
which a great life can provide. Among 
books on the life and teaching of St. Francis 
this volume from America takes its place 
as a thoroughly capable piece of work, 
rather flamboyant perhaps in style, but a 
moving study of one of the greatest of the 
saints. At more than one point the author 
acknowledges his debt to M. Paul Sabatier, 
that brilliant French scholar who by his 
biography has done so much to bring St. 
Francis out of{the mists of tradition. The 
book is a study of the spiritual aims of 
St. Francis and of his power to reconcile 
practice with the Christian precepts of 
poverty, service and love. The Franciscan 
ideal was neither more nor less than what 
has been termed ‘“‘ the Gospel perfection,”’ 
as set forth in those passages which define 
the manner of life Jesus enjoined upon His 
disciples. Writing of the imprint on St. 
Francis of the Stigmata, Mr. van Santvoord 
says: ‘‘If we cannot concede a miracle in 
its primary sense, we must perforce fall 
back upon the existence of some power or 
energy beyond present human comprehen- 
sion. Is it reasonable to conclude that we 
have mastered and catalogued all the 
vast and secret forces that animate the 
universe ?’’ The simple, beautiful character 
of St. Francis grows upon one very vividly 
out of these pages.

rebuke Zola for 
impropriety. And 
what was it which 
made him at one 
time denounce 
war with the zest 
of Tolstoy and 
at another eulo- 
gise it with the 
fervour of 
Clausewitz? 
Professor Stewart 
is of the opinion 
that he would 
have regarded it 
““as sheer waste 
of time to attempt 
a reconciliation of 
his different 
opinions.” But 
why ? Was it 
really that he 
had no opinions ? 
And in view of 
this confusion, 
what is of lasting 
value in _ his 
works ? Professor 
Stewart gives a 
dual answer : 

“He appeals to 
the mood of dis- 
illusionment, of 
intellectual weari- 
ness, and in these 
days— when so 
many are disillu- 
sioned—he strikes 
the one chord that 
is still not too ex- 
hausted to vibrate. 

“Even after the 
ideas or projects he 
commended have 
been classed with 
other products of 
‘long discarded, 
long superseded 
looms of human 
thought,’ Anatole 
France must hold 
an exalted place 
for those who can 
appreciate the in- 
genuities of a fertile 
imagination or the 
subtle witchery of 
words.” 


According to Professor Stewart, the key 
to the riddle of Anatole France is to be 
found in his environment. The volatility 
of the French nature is at its zenith in the 
capital. ‘‘ Sensitive to breezes from every 
quarter, Paris responded like Coleridge’s 
Zolian harp. And in no man was there 
more of such Parisianisme than in Anatole 
France. Fluctuat, nec mergitur is the ancient 
motto of his city. It might have been his 
own.” 

Biographical details are not overlooked 
in this critical study. The early chapters 
on France’s childhood in Paris are admir- 
ably supplemented by an _ illuminating 
chapter on his private life. But in the 
main Professor Stewart concentrates upon 
an examination of the works, grouping 
them rather under contents than chron- 
ology. Hence this is an excellent hand- 
book for those who have yet to approach

Mr. Wolfe recalls how as a boy he was introduced 
to Swinburne, a name till then unknown to him, 
and to Poetry itself, by Mr. Albert Rutherston, who 
read aloud ‘ Dolores,’ and the esthetic agitation 
engendered in him by its anapests. Now, while he 
schools himself to an estimate unprejudiced by the 
memory and emotion of that revelation, Swinburne 
remains for him the poet of that first splendid 
uprush. There he invented a new form, but it 
was a lyrical completion and extension of Tennyson, 
fulfilling the old measures and leaving the page virgin 
for the next new chapter. Similarly with his thought ;

he looked back rather than forward. He was in fact 
essentially a part of the Victorian age. ‘‘ He spoke 
in the full accents of the Victorians, copiously and 
with assurance.”’ In this handsome volume of clear 
text with fair margins the selection of the poems does 
not seem to have been made to illustrate the critical 
conclusions of Mr. Wolfe, who probably was not 
responsible for their choice. And he expressly dis- 
sociates himself from the particular interpretation 
of the poet in Mr. Clarke’s accomplished drawings. 


SEVERAL OF MY LIVES. 


By Louis N. PARKER. 21s. net. (Chapman & Hall.) 


It is a most engaging and thoroughly interesting 
volume of reminiscences that Mr. Louis Napoleon 
Parker has given us—a volume comprising four 
semi-detached autobiographies, each with its separ- 
ate dedication to emphasise its being a distinct life, 
yet all with evidence of being linked each to each 
by the individuality of the liver. Tosome of us to 
whom the pleasure of knowng “ L. N. P.’’ was 
denied until the present century was begun, one 
of his earlier “ lives,’”’ closed as he indicates early 
in the last decade of the nineteenth, may well 
come as something of a surprise ; yet it was a full 
life, a crowded life, a life of achievement and dis- 
tinction—and it is good to read about it and enjoy 
the gusto with which it is recalled. Indeed it is 
difficult to decide which of Mr. Parker’s four 
“lives ’’ is the more attractive. The early one in 
which he tells of his birth (of American parentage) 
in an out-of-the-way French village, of how it was 
that he was given the names Louis Napoleon, and 
of the fifteen years of wandering boyhood in which 
he lived in many countries, went to many schools, 
and then ‘“‘ took to music,”’ affords delightful and 
delightfully varied reading with its happy sketches 
of persons and places. Not less does the account 
of the crowded years spent at Sherborne, which came 
to a close in 1892, when having spent more than 
half his forty years as assistant and director of music 
at that school, he determined to concentrate on 
play writing. Mr. Parker had already made some 
successful essay in the new craft—for the four ‘“‘lives’”’ 
dovetail into each other—and carried on the life 
musical into the life dramatic, to which he has 
happily not put a period; while his ‘“‘ Pageant 
Life ’’ is what Southey would have termed an inter- 
calated one covering the years 1904-10. In his 
seventy-seventh year the author of this volume 
proves himself not only one of the most youthful- 


spirited reminiscence writers, but also one who has the gift of 
passing on to the printed page something of personal charm.

In this cave the treasures are stories, poems and 
pictures for children of most ages. Sir Henry 
Newbolt’s contribution to the store comes first. 
It is a poem about a lady who lost her beloved 
ducks, her Carolina ducks, from her pretty pond 
because in her pride she wanted a swan in her pond 
as well, and he, the ugly creature with ‘‘ a bend-about 
neck like a garden hose, and lips like wooden 
spoons,”’ swore that the Carolina ducks were no fit 
friends for him. The illustrations are clever and 
touching. Mr. Walter de la Mare next comes along 
with a charming tale about a good charcoal burner. 
This story, and ‘ Johnny Double,’ by Arthur 
Machen, are just unusual enough to hold a thrill. 
Rafael Sabatini’s tale is of Napoleon’s time—a 
bold tale for older children. Lady Cynthia Asquith 
herself contributes a fairy tale, which holds sense 
and a lesson. Several other poems and stories are 
stored here by such attractive writers as Mary 
Webb, Katharine Tynan, Algernon Blackwood, 
Hilaire Belloc, Rose Fyleman and Denis Mackail, 
and the illustrations, many of them full-page in 
colour, by Daphne Jerrold and A. H. Watson, are 
beautiful, delicate work.

history under the first five kings is 
but dimly remembered. He has 
sketched it briefly and adequately 
here. Then he plunges into the 
times more familiar to the student. 
With Sir James Barrie’s famous 
speech about Queen Mary yet ring- 
ing in our ears, we read here with 
a painful interest the pitiful scenes 
at the last public appearance of 
the unhappy Queen of Scots, the 
most beautiful and at one time the 
most loving and lovable woman, who 
ever occupied a throne. An eye- 
witness of the tragedy wrote the 
account now preserved in the Brit- 
ish Museum amongst the Lans- 
downe MSS.: ‘“ Tell my frendes,”’ 
said she, ‘‘ that I die a true woman 
to my religion, and like a true 
Scottish woman, and a true French 
woman.”

Francis writes with sympathy and 
keenness. He has been assisted in 
his effort to write an accurate per- 
sonal biography of this hero of 
romance and misfortune by wide 
reading (why does he not direct 
readers to Sanford Terry ?). He 
has been fortunate enough to gain 
access to the priceless relics and 
documents at Cluny Castle, and the 
Earl of Mar and Kellie has let him 
use the portraits at Alloa House. 
To plunge into this ancient story is 
more thrilling than any novel. The 
writer has marshalled his facts 
with an excellent clearness and re- 
straint; and has knitted up the 
tangle of events into a coherent 
whole. This is a handsome book, 
bound in noble bright blue and 
gold, and the illustrations of snuff- 
boxes and miniatures and kings are 
admirably produced.

THE WELL OF SAINT CLARE.

Hardly since he proved himself so felicitous an inter- 
preter of “ Jurgan’”’ has Mr. Frank C. Papé had a theme 
so adapted to his art as the 
varied aspects of Anatole 
France’s ‘‘ The Well of Saint 
Clare.’ It may well be that 
some who are familiar with 
the stories related by the 
Reverend Father Adone 
Doni, and who can also 
recall the daring symbolism 
of the ‘“‘ Jurgan’”’ pictures, 
might have guessed that 
Mr. Papé would have made 
a different choice in several 
instances. The nymphs and 
goatmen of San _ Satiro’s 
tomb seem to call for more 
than a mere detail of Fra 
Mino’s woodland adventure ; 
and a dramatic opportunity 
appears to have been missed 
in the Paolo-Francesca-like 
episode of Maria d’Avalos 
and the Duke d’Andria. 
But where he has chosen, 
Mr. Papé has acquitted him- 
self with distinction, and 
has illuminated as well as 
illustrated his author's text. 
There is more, for example, 
in the Fra Mino drawing 
than an unusual faithfulness 
to the verbal picture; the 
bewilderment of the monk 
and the age-old exhaustion 
of the goat-man are height- 
ened to an extraordinary 
degree. Here is all the 
questioning of the baffled 
human soul, all the out- 
wornness of the human 
body. Equally admirable 
is the delicate quality of 
that vision of the virgin 
Julia Leta. Nor is humour 
lacking, for the plate which 
depicts the climax of the 
ruse by which the lie-abed 
Buffalmacco defeated his 
master’s determination to 
rouse him for midnight toil 
is truly Rabelaisian. The 
end-paper and the binding 
decorations are wholly in 
keeping with the distinctive 
quality of the illustrations. 


THE 
GENTLEMAN'S From Art and Craft of Stained Glass 
RECREATION. (Pitman).

The historical aspects of sport have lately been atrracting 
an extraordinary amount of attention. Pictures by Stubbs 
and Herring fetch high prices in sale-rooms, and numerous 
old books on hunting and kindred outdoor activities have 
been reprinted. Of these last few can be better reading 
than “ The Gentleman’s Recreation,” which, though its 
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author was too obscure for the “ Dictionary of National 
Biography,” for half a century after it made its first appear- 
ance in 1674 enjoyed great popularity. To contemporaries 
of course the value of the book was practical, for Cox is very 
precise in his instructions as to the methods of hunting the 
beasts of venery, chase and warren and of caring for hounds. 
But most of his methods 
are obsolete and many of 
his beasts have either dis- 
appeared from England or 
ceased to attract the sports- 
men, so that it is rather as 
a. depictor of ways that are 
no more that he will attract 
the modern reader. Perhaps 
his most delightful chapters 
are those in which he treats 
of the natural history of the 
various quarry, though, as 
Mr. Cuming points out in a 
very interesting introduc- 
tion, his statements are 
often more picturesque than 
accurate. But best of all is 
his immense gusto for his 
theme. That by itself makes 
him worthy of an edition 
which is a perfect piece of 
book production.

officer who took refuge at her father’s house 
after the Battle of the Boyne, and who was 
subsequently found to bea woman.

Rifleman Harris is an old friend and his 
story bears re-reading. Drawn, when quite 
a lad, for the Army of Reserve, he trans- 
ferred to the 95th, a new “ light ’’ corps and 
the progenitor of the present Rifle Brigade, 
with which he served before Copenhagen, in 
the Peninsula, including the battles of 
Roliga and Vimiero and the retreat to 
Corunna, and in the Walcheren Expedition. 
The narrative of the ravages of fever which 
struck down thousands in the last-named 
campaign makes extraordinary reading. In 
his introduction Sir John Fortescue draws 
attention to a point which has puzzled 
many people—and still apparently puzzles 
the editor of the series—namely, that 
Harris seems to give the impression that he

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was present, practically simultaneously, at Buenos Aires 
and Copenhagen in 1807. But surely the explanation is 
to be found in the fact that on page 5 ‘“‘us”’ is used in 
the soldier sense of “‘ ours,’’ i.e. the regiment as a whole, 
and not the mere detachment with which Harris is dealing, 
in his story, at the moment. With this emendation, and 
mutatis mutandis, the puzzling paragraph seems as clear as 
daylight. 

Quite the best of the three stories is that of Captain 
Coignet, who in his sixteen years with the colours served 
in every one of the campaigns of Napoleon as First Consul 
and Emperor, and fought in over half a hundred battles and 
actions, beginning with Montebello in 1800 and closing 
with the battles of Ligny and Waterloo. The pictures he 
gives of service in the ranks, of incidents in the actual 
fighting, and the glimpses we get of Napoleon are of absorb- 
ing interest. It is curious to read of the indiscipline which 
pervaded the French armies. At Montebello the 24th 
demi-brigade shot down every officer except one, and 
Napoleon was afraid to punish the mutineers except by 
thrusting them forward at Marengo. It is of course well 
known that in the retreat from Moscow indiscipline con- 
tributed largely to the sufferings of the French army ; but 
even in the advance, discipline broke down.

It is more than fifty years since Dr. Wordsworth wrote 
his ‘‘ Social Life at the English Universities in the 
Eighteenth Century,” but it was well worth reviving. 
What Mr. Brimley Johnson, that indefatigable servant of 
other men’s reputations, has done to it, with its author’s 
approval and assistance, is indicated by his briefer and 
less ponderous title. He has “entirely rearranged the 
whole material, lifted matter from notes and appendices 
into the text, cut out precise references to ‘ authorities,’ 
supplied sign-post head-lines, and altogether omitted 
extensive passages of a technical or official interest.’’ In 
a word he has contrived a book suited to the taste of the 
modern and non-specialist reader in search of entertain- 


OF 


quotation that his book might almost be described 
as an anthology. Nor does he confine himself to his 
prescribed century, but gives himself a larger liberty. 
It is the desultory character of the book, its author’s 
free-and-easy habit of wandering from generation to 
generation and from topic to topic, which gives it half its 
charm and more than half its vividness. For this method, 
or lack of method, gives with great verisimilitude the 
impression of a disorderly, untidy sort of life, which is 
exactly what the life of the English undergraduate, before 
the reforming activities of the nineteenth century, tended 
to be. In some ways, going up a good deal younger than 
is now the custom, he was under stricter tutelage than 
his descendants ; the birch, for instance, was occasionally 
applied to him; but he enjoyed an extraordinary amount 
of liberty and made the most of it. Work was a very minor 
element in his existence. No doubt some young men 
worked from choice, for even in that age of indifferent 
dons, great scholars occasionally emerged.

Few authors can be better fitted 
than Mr. Graham to compile an 
anthology on walking and the joys 
of the road, for he has tramped 
incessantly in several continents. He 
has also travelled much in literature’s 
realms of gold. He tells us in a 
breezy little introduction that he has 
sometimes combined pedestrian and 
literary exercise. He once tramped 
across Yorkshire, for instance, read- 
ing ‘‘ Joseph Andrews,” ‘and at 
least felt nearer to Parson Adams and 
the England of the time.’”” Meanwhile 
he kept “‘a third eye for the scenery.” 
But Mr. Graham does not recom- 
mend combined walking and reading 
as a general practice. On the con- 
trary he accuses us of reading too 
much, and it is with a view to entic- 
ing us to leave our books and to put 
on our “ heavy solid boots ” that he 
has gathered into this attractive little 
volume some of the best prose and 
verse in praise of tramping. He draws 
on bygone centuries, but most of his 
extracts are modern. For walking, when 
everybody was accustomed to it, was 
taken for granted, and consequently 
little was written about it, though our 
best writers have often revealed im- 
plicitly their open-air inspiration. The 
spread of railways and motoring has 
altered matters.

world. From the day he 
parted from his “ saintly 
mother and radical 
father’’ we watch his 
progress as student, exile, radical agitator, irredentist, 
artist, rebel, exile, editor and propagandist and soldier. 
A private in the Bersaglieri, his colonel offered him a 
safe berth in the rear and the job of writing the history 
of his regiment. ‘I came here to fight, not to write,” 
said Mussolini. Because of his ‘‘ exemplary activity, 
fine spirit and serenity of mind; always first in every 
enterprise of danger or 
daring,’ the high com- 
mand made him—a 
corporal. Never did he 
rise in the Great War 
beyond the rank of 
sergeant. ‘‘ His social- 
istic past was against 
him.’ But he has since 
got the better of that.

These further memoirs of Madame Edib cover the years 
of the post-War nationalist movement in Turkey, from the 
end of 1928 to the expulsion of the Greeks from Smyrna in 
1922, the establishment of the new Government at Angora 
and the passing of the sultanate. That very remarkable 
and distinguished woman, the author, was so closely con- 
cerned with all that happened—did she not take rank as 
“Corporal Halidé ’’ in the war against the Greeks ?—that 
her study of Mustafa Kemal Pasha and the men associated 
with him is of exceptional value. Herself a devoted patriot, 
and no less a lover of the common people of Anatolia, 
Madame Edib writes passionately on behalf of the Turks ; 
and no doubt the Greeks in the day of the Turkish ruin 
behaved abominably without rebuke from the Allies. Quite 
apart from the historical value of these memoirs the de- 
scriptions of life in Anatolia, of its people, their customs and 
habits make capital reading. Maps and illustrations from 
photographs increase the comfort of the reader. 


SOUTH AFRICA CALLING.

A most apt title, for South Africa certainly is calling 
with no uncertain voice, and its challenge echoes through 
the introduction by Sir James Heath as well as through 
the book itself.

the scope thus defined its widest interpretation. Advice 
to the traveller on every conceivable point is followed up 
by the most illuminating glimpses of the country to-day, 
and reflections on how such progress has been steadily 
achieved.

This 2,000 mile 
journey, the last part of it 
over a route not before 
traversed by any British ex- 
plorer, occupied six months. 
By way of Djanet, the mys- 
terious oasis in the centre 
of the Sahara, the author 
crossed the Tassili Plateau, 
and braved successfully the 
terrible sandstorms of the 
Great Oriental Erg. Between 
the Air Mountains and Djanet 
his guide lost the track, and 
for ten days the party 
wandered hopelessly lust and 
suffering intensely from 
shortage of water, dire threats 
being necessary to keep the 
Arab drivers from drinking 
the blood of their camels.

on the ground that previous historians have not explored 
this avenue of inquiry, which he calls ‘“‘ physiological 
history,’’ as they should have done. There are many 
illustrations, mostly from contemporary portraits.

It has been demonstrated before that the best way to 
reproduce the life and thought of a period in history is 
through the medium of the journal. Mr. Harrison has 
adopted that medium, and has “ put together a journal of 
gossip ”’ which mirrors the mind of the English people and 
gives “‘a background to their literature during the years 
1591 to 1594.’ The three years he has chosen cover a 
time that was of immense importance to the English nation ; 
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it was the beginning of the Elizabethan period of 
literature. Mr. Harrison has enabled us by careful 
research and selection, by reference to State papers 
and other documents, to gather what Londoners were 
talking about toward the close of the sixteenth 
century, and to enter into the atmosphere and state 
of mind of a day when the plague was a daily terror 
to the man in the street, when religious persecutions 
were in full swing, attempts were being made to 
suppress vagrancy, and duelling was still a test of 
gallantry. There are a host of capital illustrations 
from old prints and paintings.

The latest additions to the excellent ‘‘ Representative 
Women ”’ series deal with subjects widely removed in time 
and scene. It is a far cry from the Byzantine Empire of 
the eleventh century to Dr. Johnson’s England. Anna 
Comnena, Miss Naomi Mitchison’s heroine, was the 
daughter of the Emperor Alexius, who reigned at Con- 
stantinople from 1o81 to 1118, and fought countless battles 
not only with the barbarians from the East, but with the 
Crusaders from Europe. Anna herself would not emerge 
from history but for the fact that in her leisured old age, 
when she was out of the arena, she wrote the ‘‘ Alexiad,”’ 
a narrative of her father’s exploits. She was surely one 
of the world’s earliest women historians, and she does not 
seem to have been a very successful one, for Gibbon 
said of her work that “ instead of the simplicity of style 
which wins our belief, an elaborate affectation of rhetoric 
and science betrays, in every page, the vanity of a female 
author.’”’ Anna indeed, though she was well educated, 
seems to have had more than an ordinary share of other 
characteristically feminine qualities, and, despite her having 
mastered, in her own words, “‘ all the sciences, all the arts, 
mathematics and the philosophy of Aristotle and Plato,” 
she did not attain to any detachment of outlook, but 
remained very much at the mercy of her emotions. It 
cannot be said that Miss Mitchison really makes Anna 
very real to us as a woman. But the story of her life is 


interesting, and the Byzantine background of her career 
is very picturesquely and brilliantly sketched in, though

Her letters 
again, though they contain some shrewd observations on 
men and matters, cannot challenge comparison with those 
of her brilliant namesake and cousin, Lady Mary Wortley 
Montagu. She was, for her time, remarkably discreet, 
and no scandal ever served to give her notoriety. Nor 
does she seem to have had the personal charm of other 
notable hostesses of the period, such as Mrs. Vesey. Yet 
she attracted intimate friends like Lord Bath, Lord Lyttle- 
ton, and David Garrick, and claimed a considerable 
acquaintance with Johnson, Edmund Burke and Reynolds. 
Mr. Busse leaves us still mystified as to the secret of her 
power or charm. But as a vividly imaginative and con- 
vincing picture of eighteenth century London life his book 
is very delightful.

Some of those old six-gun 
fighters of the wild West still survive, and Mr. A. B. Mac- 
donald is to be congratulated on having taken down the 
story of one of them and published it in ‘‘ Hands Up ’’— 
one of the most fascinating romances that has been given 
to the world for many a day.

Though not very probable it 
is all highly diverting.
